Baron fitockmar relates tbnt the pal- 
ace was in thoi-ha[-t;o of throe se])arulo 
OepsrtmeoU, ouch o( which moved 
along Ita own predaallned track with- 
out any aort of imlty or prearrange- 
ment It was not decided which 
parta of the palace belonged rospuci- 
Ivaly to their control. In the time uf 
Ueorga lUt the Lord Steward had tho 
custody of the whole palace excepting 
the royal apartmenta, drawing-rooms, 
etc in tlia next two rolgns It was 
held that the whole of tbo ground 
toor, including halls and dining- 
rooms, wua In his charge.

However, all of 
our custonmrfl do not possess a hfiiltby 
bank aucount, and wo have to look out 
aad aaa Oat «s do ao* Rat 'hun? up.' 

Not loaf ilBee a Aarmln; widow 
camo into our plaoo to make arrango- 
nu-nts for tlio funeral of her huaband.

h;ui urJiTi'tl i'\ ';ry lliinT sho could think , 
of, abi- utiirti'il to kiivvi'. wli'-reupon the 
olCi-k politiily r|.^^e.^t*»d hrr to st.'p into 
thi' oRlce while he had the bill made up, 
intmiding to ao-k her to pay a certain 
P"rci)nt/iffe of it, or at lea.Ht to glvo sat- 
isfactory nf'irivrM, Attheword "bill" 
sho Hew into j ii.sslon. "UlU," sho 
didn't cars what the bill was| that would 
be aatUad at tka proper ttm*. The poor 
clerk trlod to exfdsla. bat that only in- 
creased hor an^r. Site called tbe clerk 
all sorts of hard namea, ao«aed bim of 
a louk of feeling, and flnaliy flounced 
out of the door, aad aa a parting ahot 
said: "My huiband shall bare the best 
funeral that OTor tooli pUee in the 
neigbborbood, aTOn tt I ka«e to Mta in 
washing to pay for it." 

"WetaaTa aaajr ezporiences similar 
to that, but la the majority of oases our 
ovatomartate Tat* reaaosabJe and we 
baTa no dieralty U ptrsuadtog them to 
detor thoir Judgment to ours. Wo much 
prefer to deal with men on sr.i'li i^-i-a- 
sions, a>s they an* Ip.i., niovi'il liy Hi-iiti- 
ment, and aru more practical and sensi- 
ble. We alwaya atroii^fly advise that 
the funeral arranpiMnt-nts l>e left to 
some male rel.itlvo or friend of the fam- 
ily; a bereavi'd winnan la In no condi- 
tion to transact siicli business. 

"About a month ago we were called 
upon to otBriate at the funeral of a beaU' 
tiful young woman, the only daughter 
of wealthy iinreata, who had died quite 
suddenly. Tlio griaf of (be stricken fa- 
ther and muUksr wa< quiet and undem- 
onatraUro, ynt, norortheless, of the 
deepest nature. The father was so pro^ 
tratnd that he oooldn't bear the tbonght 
of entering our warerooms to make any' 
aeleclions; he merely sent for me to call 
at his house and then quietly ri>rjiiested 
me to make all nocoasary arrangements 
for the funeral, and, bandlar me a blank 
check with bla sigaaturaiAfUched, bade 
me fill it out myself. 

"Occasionally wo reoeiro orders fot 
persons who are alive and well, and 
whose ohaaoea of liTing toadpe old 
age are appirtaUjr aa good as yours or 
mine. Some of these customers have 
thoir caskets sent ts their homes. 
Olhorn prefer to learo them with us, 
and we have on hand bow three of tben 
waiting tor their future ooeupenta. One 
of them was huilt to order tor a fat, 
Jolly atoek broker who is in busi- 
Dsss on Nasaau street OeoaalDnaliy ho 
calls around to take a hvilt at it, and 
generolly ho taken oH his boots and in- 
slats on getting into It, viewing himaell 
with a head glass to see bow be will 
look whea he is laid out Wo have ha4 
this oaakot ready for him for three 
years, and tha last time he called he 
found that bo was growing so tat that it 
was g<'ttin/ (u bo a pretty tight 8a foi 
blmi bo la coiuldoriiv (be >dvl«ablUt| 
jf havi:i;7 a nea' one made. O-'oaslonal- 
ly. too. we n^ooivo an order from |K'ople 
who are very sick and oxpect to die 
hill who get welU They pay as for |b» 
caaket juat tha same, aadaa theyao^ar 
times move out of town to some otbet 
city we sell the goods to somebody elaa, 
and are juat so much in. Tbia la not a 
tretjuent ooeurrenco, bot ll hflpa • lllUa 
to make good Uio bad bills which wa>lB- 
our. 



dreadful fear'lhat they may bo Varied 
alive, and while there is a remote possi- 
bility that this mifTht happon, 1 have 
never known a single instance of It in 
all my exporieneo. Those people insist 
upon my pranlaiag to obaerve the ut- 
meet preeantion, even ao far aa to run 
red hot noedlea Into their bodies, and 
.Mhor oqually-barbario treatment, before 
iliey are llnally eonaljrned to Uie earth. 
Aliout four ye:;ri a:,'o a young man 
called ii{H>n tno one xaorning, in 
a terrible atate of agitation. 
Ho had Steamed ' Bight 
before that his sister, "ho bad been re- 
cently hurled, had come to life after 
beinf^ placed under t'je yi),l. 1 tried to 
prove to him the uttor linprohaliility of 
such an occurrence, but without avail. 
He inaistod that her grave should bo 
opened, that be ml^ht ba sattatled. I 
was actually htolfui'airMttfci •! (fa* fnc- 
rrestion, not that 1 bad the remoteat idea 
tliat his dreameonld prove true IlUt the 
thin,;;ht tloahad amoss n:.v ;i><ii.I t!i:it if 
it ahould ba ao the shock would make 
bim a rBTiag analae. I triad to per- 
suade him to defer the matter aatll the 
followlnij day. b'.it he positively refused. 
Kinaily, as tliere was no otiier uay out 
of It, I conaented.'and, having obtained 
the necessary permit, the body was e.\- 
humed, and to my Inexpressible rellof 
the absurdity of the young Bian's dream 
was proven. The eSeot on him vraa 
magical. He looked sorrowfully on the 
face of hi.s d'-ad sister a in-.itnent and 
tlien burst into a ll'>,>.i i.f tears, an 1. 
throwing bis arm around my neok, he 
wept from pure exeesa of joy. 

'Some people have pecnliar notions 
about burial. I have oftentimes been 
reijueated lo place tiie coffin in the grave 
with the head painting toward tlie north, 
or vieavarsa.

Such 
mutters as these are, of course, within 
rea.son, and are alwaya complied with, 
Tlj.> iiuecr and outlandiah tastes of soma 
people are exemplified in the ca.se of 
Joe Beef, a well-known Montreal char- 
acter, recently deceased, who on the 
occasion of his wlfe'a funeral some years 
ago, ordered the brass band which ac- 
oooipnnied the funeral procession to the 
oemetery to play The Ulr] 1 Liett Be- 
hind Me' on the way back. 

A custom which has sprung up re- 
cently, and which in many reapc ^ is a 
good one, ia to have a atenographer 
pcMeat at (be funeral aervlcea to take 
down th* fmatkl ornttoa. myera, and 
BOOB. Tbeee areaftarwaid type^writ- 
ten In appropriate form, the hymns be. 
ing incorporated with the report I 
know of at least one atenographer ia 
this oiW who makes a specialty of this 
Una of buaineas, and as he has but lit- 
tle compatltloa he makea a good thing 
out of it Bia mlainom ehiuga la HI- 
(oen dollars, and frequently he reoelvea 
as high OS fifty dollars for hia services, 
lie watehoa cto.sely tho obituary col- 
umns ol the daily aearspapan and 
ratnlariy ealto vpoB • aambarof aadar- 
tuera. 

"As a rule no unplWMat iaddent oc- 
curs to mar the snoMMlal oarrying out 
of a funeral ceremony. Of oourse, the 
director must have bia wito constantly 
about bin and must ba thoroughly ex> 
perienced, I had oneexperienoe, though, 
which was most ombarrassing and which 
caused no end of trouble. It was through 
t)ie carelessness of one of my aaslstants 
and the assistant of one of my competi- 
tors. I had reoelved aa vrder to send 
one of my wagooa to (ba Or»ad Oantrat 
Depot to meet a corpse whioh had been 
expres.sed from .\lbany. It appears that 
my con;[H'titor liad also received an or- 
der to got a body from the same train. 
Doth of oa diapatobed » man to attend 
to the matter, and, aa neltbor of tbam 
thou^'ht that there might be more than 
one corjiMi. tliey to>>k no especial paln« 
to ascertain wiietlier they got the right 
one. As a result of this carelessness 
each of them got the wmn;f one, and as 
both bodies wwa those of men tho mis- 
take was not afscovored until tho lids 
wore unscrewed at tha funeral for the 
inounier- an I frien Is tl take the la.st 
look at tlie d' ad. Tito blunJer had a l>-r- 
rible elloct, and as tho first mournor gaaed 
upon the {aatorea ot aa entire atranger 
she gave one wild shriek and tainted 
dead away in tho arms of her escort 
This precipitated matters, and for a 
while every body was p anlo stricken. I 
«-as dum found, d for a moment and al- 
most apeeelilss with nortlfioatlon. Aa 
soon as I could recover my aenscs I or- 
dered the reinnval of the body, and the 
miniater cli,..e,| fin sv.rvioea with a pray- 
er. I then set out to hunt up the lost 
corpse, and my work wui facilitated 
considerably from the fact that my com- 
petitor hod boon driven well nigh crasy 
by jnuoh tho same experience at his 
funeral. As the other body had Ix'en 
taken to .lorsey I'ity for interment, it 
took us over three hours to atraiffhten 
the matter out, and the burial services 
in both iaatancoB had to be postponed 
until the followlni^ day. I didn't get 

over my 'mad' fornver a v, k. and the 

first thing 1 did was to dischari^o the 
(eUaw who mado the mistake. My oom- 
petltor'a aaaistant also got bis walking 
papers at the aame time. Neither of ua 
had narre enoufh to pat la a bill tor 
our aervlcea." — N. Y. Run,
